The decision came 20 years after 
the United States left Vietnam in 
humiliation after the only war it 
ever lost. 

In a demonstration of bipartisan 
support for his move, Clinton was 
flanked in the East Room by a 
handful of lawmakers who fought 
in the war, including Sen. John 
McCain, R-Ariz., who spent 5 1/2 
years in Vietnamese prisons. 

“This would not be an easy deci- 
sion for any president to make,” 
McCain said. “President Clinton 
has shown courage and honor in his 
resolve to do so.” 

Clinton’s action drew particular 
attention because of his college-age 
opposition to the war and efforts to 
avoid the draft. 

He said his move was intended “to 
move beyond the haunting and 
painful past toward finding com- 
mon ground for the future.” It will 
lead to a number of important steps: 

e The United States and Vietnam 
will negotiate trade, investment and 
tax treaties in order to vastly 
expand commerce. By some esti- 
mates, Vietnam will spend $7 bil- 
lion over the next seven years on 
roads, ports and a modern telecom- 
munications system, and U.S. com- 
panies are clamoring for the busi- 
ness. 

e The United States will upgrade 
its diplomatic liaison office in 
Hanoi to a full embassy, with an 
ambassador to be named later. 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher will go to Vietnam next 
month as the highest ranking 
American official in two decades 
for talks on human rights, democra- 
cy and economic reform.

Hunter Law Library because the 
library is the heart of the law school 
and the old one was not complete, 
said Brent Harker, director of pub- 
lic communications. The new 
library will be one of the best in the 
country, he said. 

The tremendous growth in the 
Physical Science Department creat- 
ed a.need for the Ezra Taft Benson 
Science Building, which is the 


largest building on campus, Harker 
said. 

The Smith Fieldhouse is experi- 
encing extensive renovations to 
improve facilities for the men’s and 
women’s athletic teams. 

A sports medicine facility will 
also be added. The project should 
be completed by the first of the 
year, said Jim Beagle, construction 
coordinator. 

Ricks College recently broke 
ground for a new religion building. 
In addition to the Religion 
Department, the building will also 
house the Humanities Department, 
said Melinda Rock, Ricks College 
press relations coordinator. 

“This is the first new building 
constructed on the campus in 17 
years,” Rock said. The building will 
be named for LDS pioneer prophet, 
John Taylor. 

In addition to being used for 
classes, the new Taylor building 
will house a chapel, cultural hall 
and two kitchens. 

The project should be completed 
by April 1996.

Greenpeace disrupts. nuclear test site

Greenpeace says its founder and two companions have 
infiltrated France’s nuclear test site in the South Pacific 
and are roaming it undetected by French authorities. 

On Monday, David Enever, captain of the Greenpeace 
ship Rainbow Warrior II, said that David McTaggart and 
two comrades slipped into Mururoa Atoll on an inflatable 
speedboat while French commandos seized the protest 
vessel. “They are in the area, and I can’t be any more spe- 


cific than that,” Enerver said. 


McTaggart, a Canadian who founded Greenpeace, was 
last seen with Henk Haazen, a Dutch man from New 
Zealand and Chris Robinson, from Australia, as they dis- 
appeared into the atoll’s lagoon, Enever said. 

They took emergency locater beacons, transponders, high 
frequency radios and a global positioning system with 


them, Enever said. 


Enever would not say what McTaggart planned to do but 
said one of the options was to disrupt planned tests on 
Mururoa, 650 miles east of Tahiti. France has set off more 
than 130 atmospheric and underground nuclear tests there 


since 1966. 


On Sunday McTaggart launched his inflatable speedboat 
from his protest yacht Vega, when the French Navy board- 


Truncheon-wielding French commandos swarmed over 
the Rainbow Warrior II, tear-gassing the crew to subdue 
them. A French tugboat thrust the ship, damaging its bow. 

The raid took place 10 years after scuba divers from the 
French secret service mined and sank the original Rainbow 
Warrior in Auckland harbor, New Zealand, killing a pho- 
tographer aboard the ship. That ship also was protesting 
French plans to conduct nuclear tests. 


The crew of the 180-foot Rainbow Warrior II were taken 


ashore at Mururoa and detained for questioning for 10 
hours, then released without charges. 

French authorities welded a steel plate over the hole they 
made in the starboard side of the Rainbow Warrior after 
thrusting it, Enever said. 

Enever said he did not think the French had intended to 


sink the Rainbow Warrior II, and the ship had not been in

Jury selection begins in Smith trial

UNION, S.C. — Susan Smith was 
ruled competent to stand trial Tuesday 
for drowning her two young sons 
despite warnings that she might try to 
sabotage her own defense. 

Jury selection, which began Monday 
and could take up to two weeks, pro- 
ceeded slowly, with just one woman 
surviving individual questioning of 
the first eight panelists. 

The second day of the trial began 
with Circuit Judge William Howard 
asking Smith a series of questions. 

Did she understand the charges 
against her? “Murder,” she said in a 
quiet but clear voice. 

And the possible punishment? “The 
death penalty,” she replied. 

Defense lawyers David Bruck and 
Judy Clarke said Smith had cooperat- 
ed with them. But they told the judge 
they shared the concerns of the state’s 
chief psychiatrist, Dr. Donald 
Morgan, who testified Monday that 
Smith is sane but suicidal and capable 
of sabotaging her defense. 

The judge said the anti-depressant 
medication Smith takes seems to be 
helping her. 

“T find that Ms. Smith is competent 
to stand trial and can proceed with 
this matter,” he said. = 

Smith, 23, could get the death penal- 
ty if convicted of the two murder 
charges in the deaths of her sons 
Michael and Alex.

Eesniah Serbs overrun U.N. ‘safe area’ 


Sarajevo, Bosnia-Herzegovina — Shredding the west’s ragged lines of peace- 
keeping, Bosnian Serb forces overran a U.N.-designated “safe area” Tuesday. 
They shrugged off a desperate NATO attempt to stop them with airstrikes, by 
request of U.N. forces, and sent peacekeepers and thousands of refugees flee- 
ing. 

The capture of the eastern town of Srebrenica represented a direct assault on a 
cornerstone of the United Nation’s tottering peace efforts. 

As Serb forces attacked, Dutch peacekeepers abandoned a defensive line on 
the city’s southern limits and were trying to take up a blocking position at the 
area’s main base for peacekeepers in Potocari, about two miles north of 
Srebrenica. 

A U.N. aid spokesman in the Bosnian capital said that the Bosnian Serb army 
is now in control of Srebrenica. 

“What we are seeing now is the most unfortunate scenario; massive, uncon- 
trolled exodus of people of Srebrenica,’ U.N. aid spokesman Kris Janowski 
said. 

Dutch and American jets struck at least two Bosnian Serb tanks south of the 
town in an attempt to protect the Dutch U.N. troops and the 30,000 people in 
the town, Ivanko said.

Jury pool called in Polly Klaas murder case 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. — The first of up to 8,500 potential jurors were called 
for the trial of the man accused of killing Polly Klaas, the 12-year-old abducted 
from a slumber party. 

Polly was taken at knife point on Oct. 1; 1993, from her home in Petaluma, 
touching off a huge search that ended after Richard Allen Davis’ arrest two 
months later. 

The 41-year-old career criminal told police he kidnapped Polly for no particu- 
lar reason and strangled her to cover his tracks. 

Superior Court Judge Lawrence Antolini plans to call about 150 people per 
day until he obtains a pool of 360 potential jurors. From that, 12 jurors and nine 
alternates will be selected. 

Antolini has said he doesn’t want to sequester the jury but wants to avoid 
problems plaguing the O.J. Simpson case, such as the danger of running out of 
jurors. 


Deputies’ shooting deemed appropriate 


SALT LAKE CITY - The Salt Lake County district attorney’s office has 
determined that Salt Lake County sheriff's deputies Henry Beltram and Randy 
Foster and West Valley police officer Frank Johnson, acted appropriately when 
they shot at a man last month. 

The officers fired 10 to 15 bullets at a Raul Bonilla last month after hearing 
one shot fired in their direction. 

Bonilla, 29, is charged with two counts of aggravated kidnapping and aggra- 
vated assault for allegedly abducting his wife and 3-year-old son from a chapel 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints during a Sunday service. He 
burst into the church, fired a shot at the ceiling, grabbed his wife and son and 
drove off. Bonilla allegedly fired a shot toward deputy Foster, prompting return 
fire from him and the two other officers. 

One of the officers’ bullets struck the 3-year-old boy, Jacob Bonilla, in his 
arm. He was treated at Primary Children’s Medical Center and released a day 
later. 

Bonilla was hit in the jaw, a wound police believe was self-inflicted. When 
discharged, Bonilla will be booked into the Salt Lake County Jail. Bail has 


been set at $100,000.

To publish, or not to publish? 
Academic freedom debate rages 


ith the decision of Brian Evenson to seek employment at another university, a 
new chapter has been added to the chronicles of the academic freedom debate 
that continues here at BYU. 

Evenson, an assistant professor of English, is the author of the controversial collection of 
short stories titled “Altmann’s Tongue.” Earlier in the year, an anonymous letter was sent 
from a student to a General Authority complaining about the graphic and brutal violence 
portrayed in the book. Even though the letter was the catalyst for making the debate public, 
BYU’s administrators have been privately raising concerns about Evenson’s book since its 
publication, Evenson said. : 

Lately, to discuss academic freedom at BYU is to open Pandora’s Box. Like free speech, 
most agree that there needs to be a line drawn somewhere. BYU’s administration feels this 
line is very clear; however, the battle over “Altmann’s Tongue” demonstrates that there is 
still plenty of confusion within BYU’s faculty. 

Evenson himself has said his decision to leave came because he felt he had to choose 
between staying at BYU or having the freedom to publish “difficult literature.” Is BYU 
going to crusade against “difficult literature” now? The fact that a piece of literature is hard 
to digest should not make it unworthy of study. Plenty of scriptural stories are graphic in 
their portrayals of violent behavior. Are we going to excise those passages from the study? 

BYU’s administration has speculated that this episode might be the end of a difference of 
opinion with Evenson. That may be true concerning Evenson, but there will be other 
episodes, and BYU would do well to address the issue rather than sweep it under the car- 
pet. An open, public debate between the administration, faculty and students would be a 
step in the right direction. 

Itis a shame that so great a controversy is waged over a book in which the author had the 
best of intentions. Evenson’s graphic depictions of violence are meant to work against the 
violence that society has too easily accepted. While some people might not have agreed 
with Evenson’s tactics, he should not have been discouraged from attempting to address 
this rampant problem. 

nfortunately, Evenson seems convinced that BYU does not have an environment where 
societal problems can be freely addressed. Last year’s clash over whether to show 
“Schindler’s List” in the Varsity Theater demonstrated the folly of judging a book by its 
cover. This incident has again proved that the BYU community should take care to avoid an 
emotionally charged response devoid of reason.

In such an envi- 
ronment, a multitude of ideas do not 
abound and choices are limited. When any 
form of expression is lost, we lose with it 
some freedom. Since flag burning is a 
form of political expression, its elimina- 
tion would be much like the Nazis’ cutting 
words out of a German dictionary. 

A prohibition on flag burning not only 
eliminates that particular avenue of 
expression, but it also institutionalizes a 
single, limited and patriotic point of view. 
Such laws would be saying “Our view of 
what is patriotic and respectful is the only 
correct point of view, and we therefore 
will deny dissidents the ability to express 
their opposition.” Forced reverence for the 
flag would mean that only one type of flag 
morality would be available for purchase 
in the marketplace of ideas, thus destroy- 
ing pluralism. It is the first step on a 
seductive path that leads to the elimination 
of all dissident expression. 

To not allow flag burning First 
Amendment protection is to sacrifice the 
living heart of liberty to preserve the thin 
skin of public patriotism. But true patrio- 
tism is to stand fast in defense of the sub- 
stance of liberty — a true patriot will 
defend the right of others who disagree 
with him or her. 

People who love the standards of liberty 
that make America free will not support 
an anti-flag burning constitutional amend- 
ment.

Open Provo City pool 


To the Editor: 

Lately there had been a controversy regard- 
ing whether the Provo pool should stay open 
on Sundays. Mayor George Stewart has 
declared that it should be closed because 
keeping it open is a moral violation and 
breaking the Sabbath.

Editors Note: The death of former BYU 
basketball star Kresimir Cosic on May 25 
saddened the thousands of fans he had 
won both on and off the court, this article 
honors the man who may have been the 
greatest basketball player to ever play at

During his three years of eligibility 
at BYU, Cosic was the first foreign 
citizen ever to be named to the All- 
American team. Cosic was also a 
three-time All-WAC athlete and the 
1973 WAC Player of the Year. 

As a Cougar, Cosic lead the team to 
a pair of WAC titles and post-season 
appearances. He also held six WAC 
records and was the BYU’s career 
leader in points scored, field goals 
made, free throws attempted, free 
throws made, and rebounds. 

Coming out of college, Cosic was 
drafted by the Los Angeles Lakers of 
the NBA and the Carolina Cougars of 
the ABA, but turned them down to 
return to homeland of Yugoslavia. In 
Yugoslavia, Cosic played for the 
Yugoslavian National team and was 


' named to the All-European teams for 


seven consecutive years. Cosic was 
also a key player in four Olympic 
showings where his Yugoslavian team 
won two silver medals (Mexico City, 
1968 and Montreal, 1976) and one 
gold medal (U.S.S.R., 1980). 

In 1984, Cosic was appointed to be 
the head basketball coach for the 
Yugoslavian National team and lead 
the team to’a bronze medal in the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics. During 
his time as head coach, Cosic tutored 
future NBA greats Drazen Petrovic, 
Toni Kukoc, Vlade Divac and Dino 
Radja.

“Kresimir was a man of his word 
and a man of deep character,’ Dayton 
said. “He didn’t have to go back to 
Yugoslavia, but he loved his country 
and he showed his loyalty by going 
back. That is why I think he was 
made Ambassador — because he 
could be trusted and he was a man of 
character.” 

After spending three years in his 
official position, Kresimir Cosic 
developed cancer and died at the age 
of 46. 

At his viewing in Croatia, over 
10,000 people showed up to pay their 
last respects to a man who was loved 
by thousands. 

“T went to Yugoslavia several years 
ago, and everyone I talked to knew 
Cosic,” said James. “Everybody knew 
Cosic whether they were a basketball 


fan or not. He was as popular as Tito’ 


(Yugoslavia’s president).” ° 

“T have never met anyone who did- 
n’t like Kresimir,’ Witbeck said. “He 
was just the kindest, most loving man 
I knew.” 

Kresimir’s long-time friend, Gary 
Dayton, may have said it best when 
he said, “Kresimir is the best. . . he’s 
just the best.”

The Doppler effect causes the fre- 
quency to speed up when it is reflect- 
ed off an object. A bright returned 
image indicates rough surfaces, while 
a flat surface is indicated by a dark 
image. 

One of the advantages of the SAR 
system is its ability to “see” through 
clouds, foliage and dry sand.

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Trial date 
postponed in 
wolf killing

The trial of a Montana man accused 
of killing a gray wolf has been 
rescheduled for Oct. 2 in Billings, 
Mont. 

Chad McKittrick allegedly killed the 
gray wolf on April 24, 1995. It was the 
first wolf to be shot in the 
Yellowstone area since 1926. 

The defendant’s lawyer asked for 
more time to prepare his defense, said 
James Seykora, assistant U.S. 
Attorney. The case is “complex and 
the (court) finds the ends of justice 
served by granting a continuance,” 
Seykora said. 

McKittrick, an unemployed carpen- 
tet, allegedly shot the wolf “as a lark 
kind of thing,” said Marsha Karle, 
chief of public affairs in Yellowstone. 
“McKittrick thought the wolf was a 
wild dog and decided to shoot it. His 
friend told him ‘no, it’s not a dog, it’s 
a wolf, but he shot anyway.” 

The man allegedly skinned the wolf, 
and the hide was found in his home. 
Without the intent of selling the skin, 
the crime is a misdemeanor. The max- 
imum sentence is a $100,000 fine and 
a year in prison, but if the man is con- 
victed he will “probably get off muc 
easier,’ Karle said. : 

“Tt (the shooting) was one out of stu- 
pidity and is unfortunate,’ Karle said. 
“The public was really up in arms and 
was ready to lynch him. Especially 
when they found out the dead wolf 
was the leader of the Rose Creek pack 
and the father of eight pups.” 

The pups are now in an acre-size 
pen in Lamar Valley. When they are 
strong enough to protect themselves, 
they will be returned to the wild. 

Ranchers have a tradition of acting 
against the gray wolf. In 1914 they 
began to lobby Congress to remove 
the gray wolf from Yellowstone, 
claiming the wolves were a threat to 
their cattle. The last wolf in 
Yellowstone was killed 12 years later, 
Karle said. 

The return of the gray wolf was a 
résult of the 1973 Endangered Species 
Act, which required the return of ani- 
mals who had been removed from 
their natural habitats. Yellowstone 
now has 22 wolves and hopes to 
ificrease the population to 100 to 150 
wolves by 2002, Karle said.
